decide, and for the moment the real need 
seems’ to be to make sure that the edifice 
shall remain in existence until the time 
‘comes for such a decision to be made. Hence 
the present appeal for assistance. It is un= 
thinkable that for the Jack of a sum of 
money not exceeding £2,500 an institution 
Which has served the community for eighty 
years, and has nade valuable contributions 
‘to the knowledge of China and the Far East, 
should be rendered homeless, And yet that 
is the danger which confronts it. 

It is one of the graver sins of omission on 
the part of Shanghai that it had not in the 
past provided itself with a cultural contre 
to be expected of.a city of this size. To 
place the blame where it belongs is a matter 
of some difficulty, especially when it is re~ 
membered that Shanghai, very much like: 
‘Topsy, “Jest growed.” If’ the Royal Asiatic 
Society were forced to close its library and 
muscum through Inck of funds, it would be 
just as regrettable a fault as’ the original 
lack of foresight, and it is not to be believed | 
that the issue which is now being raised will 
be allowed to yo by default. ‘There will 
undoubtedly be those who, in answer to the 
contention that it is due’ to posterity that 
such an amenity shall be preserved, will 
cynically enquire what posterity has done 
for this generation that justifies present 
sacrifices. To that may be replied that, 
nevertheless, this generation owes a debt to 
its predecessors to see that the fine work 
they initiated shall be carried on and handed 
down to those who are to come after. ‘The 
dissipation of all that has been brought to- 
gether in the R.AS. building after all these 
years would be a tragic end to the loyal, 
‘and faithful work which generations of 
enthusiasts have done for this elty's cultural 
welfare. It is a tragedy which should never 
be permitted to occur. ‘Thus, despite the 
Knowledge of the handsome manner in which 
Shanghai has responded during the past 
twenty-one months to more poignant ap- 
peals, the “North-China Daily News” ven- 
tures’ to commend to its readers the case of 
the Royal Asiatic Socicty.

It is Imperative 
that the neutrality of the foreign areas of 
Shanghai shall be maintained in the com- 
pletost integrity, and the more definitely it 
is brought home to those seeking to stir up 
‘turmoll that their activities will not be toler= 
ated the better for the foreign areas, and 
the millions of people they shelter, ‘There is 
Historical precedent for the insistence upon 
the neutrality of the foreign portions of| 
Shanghal. It is to be found in the Sino- 
Japanese war, when the neutrality of Shang 
hai was especially provided for, and there 
is no reason why that should not be insisted 
upon now, and fully maintained. That can~ 
not occur, however, if the areas under foreign 
control are to be ‘used by pro-Chinese and 
pro-Japanese terrorists for the purpose of! 
carrying on their nefarious activities, and the 
proclamation is to be taken as levelled against 
oth those classes, and not solely against those| 
who for what they are pleased to call patrio~ 
tie motives seek to wage a subter 
against the Japanese who are in control of 
the surrounding areas.

‘They should be stopped by any means 
available. It is definitely against the best 
interests of the Chinese resident in the 
foreign areas that the latter should be made 
the cockpit for activities caleulated to 
destroy that neutrality which tive authorities 
of both sections have sought, and are seeking] 
loyally to preserve. Associations of a political 
































nature cannot, obviously, be allowed to 
‘operate, where’ their operation constitutes an 
infringement of the rights of others not im~ 
mediately concerned ‘in the struggle between 
China, and Japan. Flag-fying, if used for 
the purpose of annoying one section of the 
community, can justifiably be stopped as 
likely to lead to a breach of the peace. ‘There 

‘evidence available to show that concerted 
action in this respect has been employed to 
create just that type of annoyance, and while 
the Japanese seem to have been somewhat 
hypersensitive in the matter, there can be 
ttle objection to their demand that this form. 
of vexatious demonstration. should be stop- 
ped. It is just as well that the Chinese re- 
sponsible should realize this, for there is the 
danger that if these practices are not volun- 
tarily ended, they may be stopped by a form 
of action which may prove very unpalatable! 
to them, and a state of affairs brought about, 
which, to say the least, they would find very: 
Tittle ‘to their liking. Reasonable Chinese’ 
will fully realize that, though they may not! 
approve of the action which has now been| 
taken, it is really in their own interests that) 
the neutrality of the International Seitle-| 
‘ment and the French Concession should be| 
fully maintained. If it is not, the second! 
stale may very well be much worse than! 
the first, ‘The actions of Chinese terrorists: 
within the foreign areas cannot, however, be! 
separated from the general lawlessness exist~ 
ing in districts close to Shanghai under 
Japanese control. Mr. R. A. Butler, Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, has stated in’ 
the House of Commons that the attention of 
the Japanese Government has been drawn 
to the effect of such chaotic conditions upon’ 
the maintenance of peace and good order| 
within the areas covered by the proclama- 
tion, but up to the present there does not 
appear to have been evidenced — that 
sympathetic approach to a solution of the) 
whole problem which should be expected! 
from Tokyo. 

‘That is an aspect of the matter which does| 
not yet appear to have received the attention 
it should. ‘The authorities of the French 
Concession, and the International Settlement, 
have given every possible indication of theit 
willingness to co-operate with the Japanese, 
and have been doing their utmost to meet| 
the desires of the latter. But up to the'pre- 
sent the only co-operation which has been 
noticeable has been in the form of criticism, | 








being met, because of the failure of the 
Japanese authorities to reciprocate by the! 
restoration of peace and good order in the 
districts which are solely under their con- 
trol. “Obviously if the environs of Shanghai 
are the hotbed of crime and disorder which 
they are well known to be, the facility with 
which bad characters can move in and out 
of Shanghai must make the task of maintain- 
ing order in the foreign areas more than a 
little diMeult. Refusal to co-operate in the 
areas served by the extra-Settlement roads| 
is one of the main reasons why a better state 
of affairs cannot be brought about, ‘The re- 
medy here is entirely in the hands of the 
Japanese, and the general situation has to. 
be viewed in the light of the fact that for] 
a considerable time past there has been more 
criticism than co-operation. It is as well 
that these things should be said, especially in 
view of this latest demonstration of the wil 
lingness of the authorities responsible for the 
proclamation to do everything which could 
be reasonably expected of them. They are 
entitled to expect from the Japanese authori 
tics whatever assistance is necessary in 
carrying out the difficult and intricate task 
with whieh they are faced. Absence of that 
assistance suggests that Japanese criticisms! 
fare something more sinister than mere 
‘caprice, and if the opinion is formed that co- 
‘operation is not forthcoming because for 
reasons of thelr own the Japanese desire to} 
see the authorities of the French Concession 
‘and the International Settlement fail in their 
endeavours to maintain strict neutrality, 
nobody necd be in the least surprised, Tests! 
of sincerity can, and should be applied in 
two directions.

‘most important development of Euro- 
y last week was the reaching| 
‘agreement, un accord 
of reciprocal character guarantecing the na- 
tional security of ‘both countries.” It con- 
stitutes the greatest British diplomatic success 
nee, following the dismemberment of 
Czechoslovakia, Great Britain cought to set 
up the anti-aggression system in which, 
rogress is somewhat slow, success: 
is being indubitably obtained. ‘The details of 
the agreement have not yet been made 
public. ‘They may never be ‘their! 
Ay, but if they are as wide as rumour! 
them to be, the fact will be weleomed 
by all who sce in this latest endeavour of 
Great Britain to set up again a system of 
collective security the only really effective 
counter to feared sggression. Behind the 
scenes there has been a silent, determined 
diplomatic war, in which Britain has sought 
the adhesion of Turkey to the anti-aggression 
bloc, while Germany has been doing every- 
thing within its power to persuade the Turks 
to maintain that old neutrality which, even| 
if it did not bring Turkey into the Axis camp, 
‘would ut least have prevented it throwing 





























‘and renewed demands almost incapable oft 


itself into the arms of the democracies. 
‘Thus with the addition of the Turkish ports 
to those already available to the British navy 
in the Mediterranean, and freedom to make 
use of the Dardanelles in rendering what- 
lever aid may be necessary to Rumania under 
the same sort of pact, Britain has been 
given facilities for the carrying out of her 
word in certain eventualities which she has 
never had before. Not only that, the new 
Agreement makes the possibility of Britain 
rendering effective aid to the Balkan states 
‘who may require it all the more potent, and 
gives ground for hoping that the Anglo- 
Russian negotiations which have not been pro- 
gressing with the speed which is desirable 
‘will ullimately be brought to a successful 
conclusion, thus rounding out the scheme 
which the latest events in Europe showed to 
be an imperative necessity if war is to be 
averted, or at the very least postponed. It 
may probably prove to be the case that this 
understanding with Turkey will favourably 
influence great Britain's fortunes with the 
Soviet, which is already on friendly terms! 
with the former. 


With the establishment of a Franco 
‘Turkish Pact, which seems to be very likely, 
the last few steps will have been taken to- 
wards rounding out the anti-aggression sys- 
tem, upon completion of which Europe can 
await the next moves of the dictator states 
with rather more equanimity than in the 
past. ‘There have been those who have pro- 
fessed to see during the last week some 
‘slight improvement in the European situa~ 
tion. If there has been any at all, and it 
is very doubtful if there has, it is of the 
slightest, and has undoubtedly been offset by 
the occurrences towards the end of the week 
in Poland and more particularly in Danzig. 
‘The fostering of disorders in that city is 
following the usual technique adopted when 
ators contemplate a coup, and the opinion 
is expressed that in the comparatively near 
future Danzig will decide by proclamation 
upon incorporation into the Reich, and leave| 
it up to Poland to decide whether that shall 
bbe resisted by force of arms. The scheme is. 
not a new one. The first move would be 
allowed to come from Danzig, leaving it to 
Warsaw to decide whether it would proceed. 
with the suppression of what would amount 
to a rebellion, in which event it is to be ¢3 
pected that the Reich would go to the rebels’ 
‘aid with military forces. Should that occur 
then there seems to be nothing which can 
avert the outbreak of general hostilities. The| 
decision as to how she will regard any at- 
tempt to include Danzig in the Reich has 
been left wholly to Poland. Under the 
‘guarantees which she has received, she, and 
she alone will be the judge as to whether 
her national integrity is being breached, and 
whether she desires to resist. If she chooses 
the affirmative she can expect the powerful 
assistance of Great Britain and France and 
of those other countries which have already 
joined the anti-aggression agreement. If to 
that is added in the near future the exten- 
sive resources of Soviet Russia the outcome 
of the struggle which must inovitably follow 
need give the democracies no great cause 
for alarm, though the carnage which will 
resolt must inspire the gravest anxicty. 


If the situation could be left as simply 
defined as that the future would not be very 
difficult of assessment. But the position of 
Italy has to be considered. Until the terms: 
of the German-Italian Military Alliance are 
known there must be some speculation as to 
what would be the attitude of Rome to an- 
other German venture at Jand grabbing. It 
hhas been suggested that one of the prices 
paid by Germany for Italian adherence to 
the formal recognition of a state of affairs. 
which has long been realized to exist, was 
the undertaking that Germany would not go 
to war over Danzig. Such a development 
would be highly unpopular with the Italian. 
Government, which fully realizes that "it 
would be dragged into war merely for the 
purpose of adding to German gains, which 
all along have far outweighed anything which 
aly has secured by reason of its faithful 
support of Berlin. “Italian public opinion 
will not be misled by the reports of rioting 
which emanate from Danzig. Germans are 
admitted 10 be in the majority in that city 
and the tales of the majority rioting against 
a very smnall minority are not likely to carry 
‘quite the same conviction as the exaggerated 
stories of the persecution of the German 
minorities in Czechoslovakia which are 
claimed as the real reason for the dismem- 
berment of that unfortunate country. At the 
same time the dictatorships are unable to 
reyale their peoples with panem et circenses : 

t is not easy with depicted treasurics, and 
the only possible substitute must be diploma- 
tie successes or victories of aggrandisement.

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LABOUR CRISIS 
May 16. 

For some time past it has been clear that 
all js not well within the ranks of the British 
Labour Party. ‘There was first the expulsion 
of Sir Stafford Cripps because of his advocacy 
‘f the formation of a People’s Front Govern= 
ment, whieh he claimed. would be able, to 
govern effectively, which aroused the dis- 
Pleasure of the Trade Union Congress and 
the Labour Party leaders, and now there is 
| suggestion that a. breach may occur be- 
ween the ‘Trade Union Congress and the 
Labour Party which it controls by means 
of finance. Incidentally it is also reported 
that Mf. James Maxion may shortly find 
himself the leader of a one man. party;— 
himself,—as the only remaining member of 
the Independent Labourites as his three sup= 
porters are threatening to return to. the 
oMficial Socialist Party. That step has not 
Yet been taken but is regarded as a prob- 
Ability. ‘The difference between the Trade 
Union Congress and the Labour Party ap- 
pears to have arisen oUt of the report of a 
TU.C, economic committee appointed to 
consider means of solving the unemployment, 
problem. ‘That report does not appear to 
have followed Labour's classic lines, and in 
fact represents a departure from the usual 
Socialist view of such a degree of unortho- 
doxy that the question of a cleavage be- 
tween the two bodies has aroused some 
anxicly. ‘The blow to the Labour Party is 
to be found in the committee's finding that 
the present application of socialism was not 
possible, was consequently of no assistance 
In solving the important question under 
consideration, that there was no one cure. for 
‘unemployment and that Labour should settle 
down to work out practical proposals of a 
less academic character than heretofore. 
It is stated that the whole report suggests 
that the unemployment problem has too lon, 
been the sport of party polities and that old 
fashioned idea of attributing all, the blame 
to the capitalistic system is unscientific and 
out of date, ‘The committee of the TUC. 
fare not unanimously agreed upon the xeport, 
‘which has not yet been adopted by the whole 
body, but it is clear that, if it is, a wide 
gap will have opened between the doctvinalre 
Dutlook of many of the Labour Party devoted 
{o socialism, and those of the Trade Union 
Congress ‘who take the more realistic view 
indicated in the report, 

‘The irony of the situation lies in the fact 
that this report to a very large extent sup- 
ports the views of Sir Stafford Cripps, and 
tay lead (0 the Labour leaders approaching 
the. problem of unemployment. along. the 
very ‘lines which he has suggested, so that 
the man who has been expelled as a political 
heretic, may in the comparatively neat future 
be proved to have been prophetic of events 
close at hand, One of the chiet troubles 
Which ‘the Labour Party has had for. some 
years past is the faet that it has been unable 
io draft a policy caleulated to have a sub- 
stantial appeal to the electorate. ‘The con= 
Uinual desive to make capital the scapegoat 
for all the ills which beset Great Britain 
carries conviction inthe minds of a very 
Small proportion of the inhabitants of the 
United Kingdom. Opposition to the present 
Government is not imposing Deeause there 
Js nothing. which Labour ‘can consistently 
oppose, being reduced rather to criticism of 
‘methods of approach than concerned with 
Ideological opposition to what is being done, 
‘The leaders have consequently been seareh= 
ing on all directions for. something’ which 
would appeal to the minds of.the electorate 
and regain for them that support. without 
Which the chances of a return to powor are 
slim in the extreme. ‘Obviously a plin for 
the solution of the unemployment problem 
seems to be the most attractive prospect, 
for it was apparent to all that with a. pro= 
posal reasonably sure of producing a bette 
ment of conditions thus leading to the redue= 
tion of the long list’ of unemployed, the 
Labour Party would have ‘been able. to go 
to the country With something Into whieh It 
could set its teeth. ‘That was as apparent 
{o the ‘Trade Union Congress as it was 10 
the Parliamentary party, and when the former 
appointed a committee to go into the matter, it 
was probably not anticipated that that body 
Would astonish the world by recommending 
‘what is nothing more nor” less. than’ the 
emporary shelving of the doctrines of 
socialism, 

‘The declaration that in those doctrines was 
not to be found the specific for present evils 
Indicates that the .U.C. committee approach= 
ed their task in a spivit of realism. which 

lone ‘could have ted to” this remarkable 
reversal of formerly-aceepted ideas. ‘The 
lunorthodoxy of its report has undoubtedly 
Stricken the “dyed-in-the-wool socialist t0 
the heart, for even though the abandonment 
{of socialistic doctrines may only be. tem= 
| porary the magnitude of the blow lies in the 
fact that their eMleacy is. thus being so em- 
| phatically challenged. The Labour Party is 
Ifaced with the uncomfortable fact that the 
HEU. ‘controls it through’ the provision of 
‘finances, and when this is realized the pos- 
| sibility of rebellion’ has to be completely dis- 
‘Counted. That is more surely the case when 
itis remembered that the withdrawal "of

‘The 
Czechs have always been noted for the ine 
dependence of their attitude and, though they’ 
had to capitulate to force majenr during the 
Feeent German coup, nothing has occurred 10 
change their natural hostility to foreign rule. 
‘The strict measures of suppression which have 
been undertaken by the Germans, the shackles 
‘and ‘even thought, 
r the resentment 
bf the inhabitants of Bohemia and Moravia, 
‘And the appointment of Sudetens to most of 
‘of control can hardly be said to 
the new administration. Tt would 
sar that now the Czech majority have pre- 
cisely the same grievances, but intensified, as 
the Sudeten minority under the Czech republic, 
which grievances were taken as the excuse for 
the German annexation. ‘The events in Cze- 
choslovakia are being closely watched by the 
other countries in southeastern Europe who 
may consider that they have reason to fear 
similar moves by the Reich. It therefore seems 
to be poor poliey on the part of Berlin to exe 
feveise repression and call it justice. Are the 
other countries in the path of Germany's am- 
bition to expect the same treatment ? If so, they 
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should need no other argument to encourage

Breal, 
MM, Roger Plerard ‘and M. Long Lu- 
‘sen, a young Chinese Secretary “of 
the’ China Information Committee, 
‘who kindly consented to accompany 
the party as interpreter. 

‘The party left the French Em- 
assy Immediately after a group of 
‘Japanese planes had raided the city,

‘examine the effects of the bombing, 
Noticing that, while most of the fires: 
were raging ‘on the left bank of the 
Kialing river, there was however a 
big conflagration near the French 
Naval Barracks at Wangkitao, on the

Mrs, Ho is stated to have confessed 
to the crime explaining that she was 
‘nee the common law wife of a 
policeman of the Greater Shanghai 
Municipal Government. She knew. 
the Colonel's wife and so the Japan 
fee tried to make use of her know: 
edge in order to know the address

to death, a 12-year-old girl was 
Badly“ burned, “and "two ” Chinese 
women were injured after jumping 
[irom a window, during « serious fre

‘morning ata Changsha Road rice 
godown. "Prompt action by the 
Shanghat Fire Brigade prevented the 
outbreak irom spreading, although 
many’ engines were required at the 
scene before all danger had passed. 

‘The building where the fire oc 

curreu has becn used for some time 
{for tho storage of rice, this being 
Kept on the ground floor white the 
upper storeys were used as dwelling 
places by numerous Chinese families, 
‘On cach side of the godown there 
were printing. factories which pro= 
vided “a serious danger because of 
their stores of printer's ink and 
paper, but these were saved by the 
[efforts of the firefighters. 
‘The fire started ina living room 
jove the godown at about 8 am, 
x owing to the antiquity of the 
Structure, composed mainly of wood, 
‘oread wiih an alarming rapidity. 
While endeavouring to escape from 
the flames a 12-year-old irl re~ 
ceived serious burns, while two 
women ‘were forced’ to jump for 
‘their lives, 

When the fremen arrived almost 
immediately after the alarm—the 
yeene of the outbreak was close to 
Sinza Station—they found the whole 
building well alight, Extra pumps 

lespatched from Central Slax 
and a large turntable was 
erected for use as a water tower. 

An ambulance was also called to 
take the Injured fo “hospital and 
‘after pouring. thousands of gallons 
of water into the blaze, it was eheek= 
ed with 32 minutes from the time 
of the all, the fire having been 
confined only to the godown,

A private rickshaw puller employed

‘The private puller was knocked to 
the round and kicked by the four 
others but went to bed later in the 
evening, apparently none the worse 
{or his-experience. On the morning of 

iy 11, however, he did not getup 
fat the ‘usual time and, when other 
persons in the house looked into his 
oom, he was found to be unconscious. 
‘An emergency ambulance was sum 
‘moned and the man was rushed to a 
hospital where, however. he expired 
a few hours later, presumably from 
8 fractured skull. 

Lowza detectives investigated the 
ease and made two arrests, the other 
two coolies implicated in’ the affair 
being still at large, although they are 
Wkely to be arrested within the next 
few ‘days.

‘The vital problem ereated by the 
steady increase of Shanghai's foreign 
population and lack of homes for 
cast-offs of society has been raised in 
the Russion press, Other communities 
in Shanghai are better organized ine 
ernally than the Russian one, but 
jother communities are considerably 
‘wealthier, Inadequate premises for 
people who have been, so to speak, 
thrown overboard by life, is keenly 
felt in the Russian colony. ‘One recent 
demonstration of this has been 
provided by the court case of a 
Russian woman who. is plainly a 
vietim of kleptomania. ‘This .woman 
steals by habit, She is mainly guilty 
of abstracting from the counters. of 
Chinese shops articles that have little 
value whatsoever and that could not 
Fealize more than 30 cents at the 
‘most liberal pawn-shop, But when 
standing before the judge she is frst 
‘and foremost a common law-breaker. 
‘And the arm of the law sends this 
oor woman to gaol, where she makes 
‘almost a permanent stay. No sooner 
fs she released than she again steals 
Some valucless article and is again 
sent to gaol, although hor place is 
plainly in a’ home for the mentally 
unbalanced. Recently 
Judge took’ compassion on her and 
questioned her ‘as to why she stole 
such a petty thing when only two 
days out of prison, “Drunk...."" was 
the apathetic answer. 


Russian Radio Station 


As we have touched upon this topic, 
it ‘should be stated that the situation 
regarding help given in this elty to 
the mentally unbalanced is far from 
satisfactory, ‘They come under the 
attention of the police only when they 
disturb public peace. Yet many 
maniaes, deranged and people with 
some ridiculous idée fize—who in the 
eyes of specialists would be definitely 
insane—are allowed to wander freely. 
in the streets. “Ineidentally, many of 
them seom to be drawn to the editor- 
fal ofices of newspapers. Local Rus- 
sian Editors could relate much of 
interest about these individuals who 
come to inquire as to the address of 
some prominent person and, when 
asked why they want it, admit with 
disarming frankness that they “have 
decided to Kill him."

‘A report issued by the Ministry of 
Commeree and Industry reveals that 
the value of Japan's industrial pro-

What Might be Done

‘Sm—One gathers from the local 
press that the S.ML.C. is contemplating 
2 safely campaign in the near future. 
rere follow’ some’ suggestions  that| 
‘might be considered to meet the needs 
of this community, 

First, why not spread the safely 
publicity by means of a sound truck, 
‘cruising at low speed trough crowd- 
‘ed streets, or parked for a short time 
in crowded areas ?” The “voice” could. 
‘come from a phonograph record, and 
speaker "could supplement’ the 
“canned directions” ashe expanded 
and illustrated his theme. ‘The sound 
truck would not be very expensive! 
in view of the present state of the 
'SALC’'s mobile equipment, and, also, 
keeping the device for more than a 
campaign of one or two weeks would. 
produce far better results than a set 
‘of posters to which the public soon 
‘becomes. immune in the welter of 
rinted advertisement that graces the 
elty’s walls, 

‘Second, the material could be pre 
sented in terms of questions, drama- 
ie or heart-rending stories, actual 
examples of reckless behaviour, and.

BRITAIN PREPARED 
By Wiser 


Night after night now the drone of acro~ 
planes continues ceaselessly round London 
rising and falling like an autumn breeze, while 
the searchlights dance stifly across the skv 
Jike @ giant on stilts, or mingle themselves in 
ever changing patterns. When the States 
Know no law but their own interests, it is 
Just_as well to take no chances, and ‘Great’ 
Britain's strength in the air is very different 
from what it was only so little as seven 
months ago. 





One very satisfactory side of our aerial 
expansion is. the increasing number of 
Dominion and Colonial officers now serving 
in the Royal Air Force. In the past finan- 
cial year 517 men from all over the Enipire 
have been given commissions in the RAF. 
as pilots; and Australis, New Zealand, 
Canada, Southern Rhodesia and Kenya are 
working with the British Air Ministry in a 
general training scheme. Under this plan 
304 young men without previous experience 
have been taken for training as pilots in 
the RAF, and between 50 and 60 cadets 
with “one year’s flying experience in a 
‘Dominion or Colony have also been enrolled. 
‘Many more are coming of their own accord 
to take thelr chance of passing the requi: 
tests and of being admitted for training, 

“The Military Strength of the Powers,” 
published by Gollancz, has caused a consider- 
able Impression although the writer is 
‘anonymous ; it is generally thought that he 
Knows his ‘business. He puts Russia very 
much first, for apart from her unlimited 
man-power she is believed to have at least 
10,000 tanks and as far back as in 1937 to 
have had over 15,000 acroplanes. German 
authorities are quoted as holding that the 
Red Air Force is by far the strongest in the 
world, not only numerically, but also in the 
matter of quality. Numbers ‘and first-class 
technique complement each other in the Red 
Air Force, and the Sovict air industry is 
served by’ absolutely modern and progres~ 
sive scientific laboratory work. Russia also 
has the unique advantage of being able to 
keep her factories and reserves far out of 
reach of enemy bombers, 

Germany, the author thinks, should have 
10,000 aeroplanes by the end'of this year. 
But other observers are not convinced of the 
efficiency of them all. The German machines 
were undoubtedly found to be inferior to 
both the Russian and Italian. France is 
thought to be unduly weak in the air but 
the defensive power of her Maginot line is 
enormous. Of Great Britain's alr strength 
no exact estimate can be given as it is ex- 
panding rapidly on a quite unknown scale. 

Italy, being poorest of all Powers in 
natural resources, has tried to make up for 
it in the alr and may have 6,000 or 7,000 
machines, But the author quotes German 
authorities as thinking that 
sea power could cut off Italy's East African 
colonies and leave them and her colonial 
army to an uncertain fate.” 

Recently Great Britain jumped into the 
Jead by operating the three fastest services 
fon the main European routes—London-Paris, 
London-Budapest and — London-Warsaw. 
‘There are now cight daily services each way 
between London and Paris operated by the 
great four-engined “F" class airliners 
whieh do the 205-mile journey in 70 minutes. 
There are now five of these aeroplanes in 
the Imperial Airways’ ficet and they have a 
maximum speed of 225 m.ph., a com- 
fortable cruising speed of 210. 

Similarly on all round speeding-up along 
the 30,000 miles of Empire route has begun. 
Seaplanes leave Southampton for different 
parts of the Empire every weekday except 
‘Tuesday. On the Australian fight it is now 
two days (three previously) between South- 
ampton and Basra, though for meteorological 
yeasons it has to’ be three days between 
Caleutta to Sourabaya. ‘To Sydney takes 9 
days, 244 hours. The yeturn journey is 12% 





























hours longer. 
On the African flight Durban is now only 
424 days from Southampton. ‘The trans- 


Canada’ coast-to-coast sorvice has been in- 
sugurated, and the regular north Atlantic 
services are only waiting for the west Atlan: 
tie seaboard to be free from ice. Later in 





the year, when the ground organization is 
completed a regular service across the 
‘Tasman Sea, linking Australia and New 


Zealand will begin, It will then be possible 
to travel the whole by air from one end. of 
the Empire to the other, from Vancouver 
to Wellington, 

One of the most notable features of air 
travel is the rapidity with which ultra eom- 
fort for passengers has been reached. At 
Waterloo station one of the tiny box-like 
carriages in which railway travellers sat in 
the carly days of railways is preserved. 
Even 40 years ago first-class carriages were 
still unheated, and many of the 3rd's had 
bare wooden’ seats and were lighted at 
night by one oil lamp between two com= 
partments.

‘The promotion to flag rank of Air Com~ 
modore Raymond Collishaw, deserves special 
mention. His career began under the Cana-| 
dian Government over 30 years ago and 
during the War he was officially credited 
with the destruction of 68 enemy aircraft. 
In one week he shot down five hostile craft 
and thus won the Distinguished Service 
Cross, the first of his many distinctions. 
Since’ the War he has commanded in many 
squadrons and stations, in South Russia, 
Turkey, Exypt and as Wing Commander of} 
the aireraft carrier Courageous in the then 
Atlantic (now Home) Fleet. Air Com- 
modore Collishaw is universally popular’ 
‘and his unfailing good humour is an inspira- 
tion to all who serve under him.
